Railways 
Fined for 
Mail Delay

WASHINGTON (AP) - 


Post 
Office 
Department has 


fined nine railroads $127,500 
since Jan. 1, charging them 
with delaying the mails, it was 
learned today. 


The fines range from $2,500 


against the Chicago & Eastern 
Illinois to $35,000 against the 
New York Central. The latest 
fine was $20,000 against the Chi* 


' cago, Burlington & Quincy. 
. 
A Post Office official said the 


fines were imposed after the 
department decided to "take a 
closer look at train schedules" 
in an effort to find out whether 
late arriving passenger trains 
were slowing mail deliveries. 


The official was unable to say 


how the current fines compare 
with 
those Imposed in past 


years because until Jan. 1 the 
railroads were fined by regional 
offices and records were not 
kept in Washington. The opera- 


. tion now is handled at Post Of- 


fice headquarters. 


Thirty-two railroad 
systems 


' carry U.S. mail. Nearly all the 


mail the railroads carry is 
hauled 
on passenger trains. 


Railroads have complained re- 
cently that the disappearance of 
passenger 
train service has 


' been the fault of the Post Office, 


The railroads charge that the 


Post Office has been diverting 


. mail from the trains and trans- 


ferring it .to trucks. The lines 
say that revenue from mail of* 
ten means the difference be- 
tween profit and loss in the op- 
eration 
of some 
passenger 


trains. 


But the Post Office says the 


railroads have discontinued pas- 
senger trains, leaving it no al- 
ternative 
but to use highway 


transportation for mail. The 
department 
charges that the 


railroads in many cases have 
asked the Post Office to remove 
mail from trains. 


Other fines levied since Janu- 


ary are: Chicago, Rock Island & 
Pacific, $10,000; Louisville Si 
Nashville, $5,000. Missouri Pa- 
cific $15,000; Norfolk & Western, 
$10,000; St. Louis-San Francis- 
co, $5,000, and Southern Pacific, 
$25,000. 


The department has the pow- 


er to impose fines against rail- 
roads when mail - carrying 
trains do not meet their posted 
schedules. The department con- 
siders a train late when it is 15 
or more minutes tardy. 


In the Burlington case, the 


Post Office notified the line Feb. 
10 that its trains had been arriv- 
ing late for several months and 
that if the record did not im- 
prove 
within 
the 
next four 


weeks, a fine would be imposed. 


The department then made a 


survey which showed that 21 of 
58 Burlington trains carrying 
mail arrived late an average of 
54 per cent of the time. The oth- 
er 37 were late 11 per cent of the 
time.

— Stockholm hasn't experienced 
war In almost 160 years, but at 
first glance you'd think this vi- 
brant capital of the north must 
have come under bomber at- 
tack.

Huge areas stand leveled 
or with buildings partly demol- 
ished. 
Many a graceful old 


building has vanished. You defi- 
nitely get a boom-town feeling. 
Outwardly at least, change Is on 
all sides. 


It strikes you with the rhyth- 


mic clang of the pile drivers 
sinking steel shafts for the 
structures of the future and for 
the tunnels and overhead roads 
which will speed traffic In the 
new Stockholm. 


lAventy-iive years ago the

Hot water was a luxury 
once a week. Bicycles and an- 
cient cars fueled by wood gas 
generators puttered along the 
roadways. 


Today there's an automobile 


for every four Swedes and the 
air throbs with traffic.

streets has given way to a new 
skyscraper center beckoning to 
the future. But in the sprawling 
central underground station and 
shopping center, you momenta- 
rily have the feeling of having 
slipped back to another age.

Farm Crops

CARTHAGE, Mo. (AP) - 


Since the time of Joseph, the 
Nile River has flooded each 
year to refurbish the river land 
with water and silt and boost 
Egyptian farm production. 


In southwest Missouri, Eu- 


gene M. Polrot, 68, borrows this 
technique to grow bumper crops 
on land that a generation ago 
brought farmers a bare living. 


For Polrot, the Nile is Little 


Coon Creek, a sluggish mean- 
dering stream searching its way 
through the rolling country for 
tbe Sprig River. 


But in winter and early spring 


it can turn into a swollen, gush* 
ing torrent. This is when Poirot 
captures part of the excess 
water in ponds to use when the 
rains fail and the broiling Mis- 
souri sun threatens to shrivel 
tbe crops, 
"This land has come through 


tbe whole sequence of poverty 
farming - drought, depression, 
everything," P o i r o t said, 
"We're doing a good job of 
firming now by returning the 
plant food to the soil and sup. 
plying water," 


In 1966, southwest Missouri 


was a drought disaster area, 
Only 23 inches of rain fell, com* 
pared to the normal 48, By 
pumping excess creek water 
Into an ll*acre pond, Polrot irri- 
gated 270 acres, His corn yield* 
ed 125 bushels an acre, and §

PALM BEACH, Fla. (AP) - 


A St. Louis scientist reported 
today he may have achieved an 
"exciting breakthrough" toward 
solving the riddle as to whether 
at least some human cancers 
are caused by viruses. 


Dr. 
Maurice Green of St. 


Louis University said he had 
developed a technique for de- 
tecting 
cancer-virus 
ghostly 


"fingerprints" — In the absence 
of an intact virus Itself — when 
applied to certain animal can- 
cer tissues. 


He said he is confident the 


technique can be used as the 
world's first direct test to deter- 
mine whether one or more com- 
mon disease viruses — such as 
those 
of the common cold, 


smallpox, chicken pox or warts 
— 
may also be among the 


causes of cancer. 


He told about it in a report to 


a science writers' seminar spon- 
sored by the American Cancer 
Society, and he amplified in an 
interview. 


Green said the new virus-test- 


ing technique conceivably also 
could be applied to determining 
whether certain viruses occur- 
ring in animals — such as the 
SV40 (simian virus) of monkeys 
— play a role in causing human 
malignancies. 


He gave this background: 
Apparent validity of the test 


was demonstrated by using can- 
cer tissue from rodents in which 
cancers had been experimental- 
ly induced by infecting them 
with human adenoviruses.

newborn rodents. But as yet 
there is no proof that any of 
some 31 known adenoviruses 
can cause cancer in man. The 
same is true for all other vi- 
ruses known to cause other dis- 
eases in man. 


Green and his coworkers suc- 


cessfully demonstrated in the 
animal tests that a virus-in- 
duced cancer can be present 
even though the intact, whole 
virus cannot be detected in the 
cancer-suspect 
tissue. 
They 


could 
conclude this because 


they knew they were working 
with a known virus-induced can- 
cer. 


They found instead that the 


virus that induced the animal 
cancer left a kind of chemical- 
biological "fingerprint" in the 
form of a particular hybrid va- 
riety of DNA and RNA nucleic 
acids.

MONTGOMERY. Ala. (AP) 


— What's the next step in Gov. 
Lurleen Wallace's promised de- 
fiance of a federal court order 
to 1 n t e g r a t e all Alabama 
schools? 


Ultimately, many legislators 


agree, the courts will have their 
way and the city and county 
school boards will startdesegre- 
gating their faculties and in- 
crease pupil integration. 


But before that comes about, 


a lot of words will be spoken, 
most of them angrily. There 
probably will be further court 
hearings. 


The first official action in re- 


sponse to the governor's plea to 
the legislature for resistance 
may come this week in the'leg- 
islative halls where Alabama 
seceded from the Union in 1861 
and where the Confederacy was 
formed. 


Mrs. Wallace asked the Ala- 


bama House and Senate to pass 
a "cease-and-disist" order di- 
rected to the three-judge court 
which handed down the state- 
wide 
Integration mandate. A 


resolution Invoking the state's 
police power a<xi calling on the 
court to rescind its order proba- 
bly will be introduced this week. 


How much force such a reso- 


lution would have remains to be 
seen. The court probably won't 
recognize it. 


The legislature also may re- 


solve itself into a committee of 
the whole to hear testimony 
from 
school administrators. 


Mrs. Wallace said that would 
enable the House and Senate to 
determine 
what 
legislation 


would be needed to support the 
resistance. 


Finally, unless the court order 


is set aside pending an appeal to 
the Supreme Court — and there 
appears to be little likelihood of 
that — the governor told the 
legislature she wants the au- 
thority to take over the schools. 


The strategy behind that is to 


compel the court to deal with 
the governor's office instead of 
state school authorities.

It was 
his view that the war could be 
halted only by direct talks with 
tte National Liberation Front - 
In other words, tte Viet Cong 
would go on fighting even If tte 
bombings were stopped." 


Lockwood also reported dif- 


ferences of opinion on an even- 
tual political settlement and 
who would negotiate It.

daughter, 41, has a splenic 
flexure syndrome and that 
the a s s o c i a t e d abdominal 
gurgling is very annoying. 
She would like a rundown on 
this rather common condition. 
The splenic flexure is the 
sharp turn the colon makes 
just over the spleen in the 
left upper quadrant of the 
abdomen. When it becomes 
greatly distended with gas 
one is said to have a splenic 
flexure syndrome. 


This is caused by anything 


that favors gas production in 
the colon—emotional disturb- 
ances, taking laxatives and 
eating large amounts of gas- 
forming foods. All foods, how- 
ever, are potential gas-form- 
ers if they are swept from 
the small intestine into the 
colon so fast that they have 
not had time to digest and be 
absorbed into the blood.

The play of many no-trump 


contracts takes the form of a 
race. The defense races to set 
up its low card tricks, de- 
clarer races to collect.enough 
tricks for his contract before 
the defense can take over. 


Some players would act 


with the North hand after the 
spade opening. In general the 
best policy is to pass. North 
has 13 high card points but 
needs a lot of help from his 
partner if he is going any- 
where except down. 


East passes and after South 


reopens with one no-trump 
North raises his partner to 
game. West opens the queen 
of spades and South looks 
over dummy. He sees at least 
nine potential tricks but he 
has to knock out two aces to 
get them and West has started 
the race for low card tricks 
with his queen of spades lead. 
South sees that West is going 
to win the race and collect 


three spades and two aces. 


South can count to eight 


tricks if he attacks hearts. He 
can count to nine tricks if he 
attacks diamonds and it turns 
out that West holds ace and 
one diamond. He leads to 
dummy's king, returns a dia- 
mond and plays low from his 
own hand. This play won't 
work this time because West 
holds ace-jack-ten. 


South still has a way to win 


the race. Do you see it? 


It is a play in two suits. He 


wins the spade in his own 
hand and leads a diamond 
toward dummy. If West goes 
up, South will make four 
diamond tricks-but-West playfc- 
the ten or the jack. South\ 
wins in dummy and abandons 
the diamond suit in favor of 
the hearts. He has one dia- 
mond and one spade in and 
will now make three hearts, 
another spade and three clubs 
for the nine tricks he needs to 
win the race.

Rockefeller's 
recommended 


budget totaled $109.222,133 for 
fiscal 1967*68 and $216,474,930 
In 1968*69. His recommenda- 
tions exceeded anticipated rev* 
enues by about four per cent. 


The governor planned to off- 


sot the difference by utilizing 
the balances in the accounts of 
the various state agencies on 
June 30 this year. 


There was no talk of a tax 


increase, although several bills 
were introduced that got no 
where that would Increase tax- 
es in certain areas, including 
Increases in soft drink and 
beer taxes. 


Rockefeller still programmed 


raises for teachers, the univer- 
sity schools, including the $500- 
a-year raises for teachers, the 
university and colleges, welfare 
department and the cities. 


His theme of Era of Excel- 


lence also called for upgrading 
the salaries of state employes. 
The assembly 
authorized in- 


creases in salaries, some of 
which exceeded 15 per cent, all 
the way around, but in many 
cases state employes will not 
receive the maximum amount 
authorized for them. 


Some legislators, anxious to 


keep expenditures in line with 
expected 
revenues, 
joined 


Rockefeller in calling for close 
scrutiny of bills that might de- 
prive the state of funds. 


The 
House 
defeated 
four 


measures—one from the Sen- 
ate—that allowed a deduction 
for 
federal income taxes in 


computing state income taxes, 
including one that it was esti- 
mated would cost the state $3.1 
million a year. 


The 
legislature, 
however, 


passed bills increasing state in- 
come tax credits for individu- 
als, 
married couples and de- 


pendents and giving persons 65 
years old and older an addi- 
tional tax credit. Both bills 
were 
vetoed by Rockefeller, 


who estimated they would cbsit 
the state a total of $4,075,000. 


The assembly also passed a 


bill despite Rockefeller's objec- 
tions distributing the $2.79 mil- 
lion 
in 
accumulated 
school 


money 
for 
teacher bonuses. 


Rockefeller 
wanted 
to apply 


the money toward the teacher 
raises and vetoed the bill. 


The governor had planned a 


modest increase in turnback 
money for the cities, but the 
legislature passed a bill giving 
the municipalities a whopping 
$15 million more over the next 
two years. The bill was consid- 
ered an attempt to embarrass 
Rockefeller. 


He vetoed it, but the Senate 


contended that the veto wasn't 
within the legal time limit and 
a court test loomed. The ques- 
tion was rendered moot, how- 
ever, with the passage of the 
Revenue 
Stabilization Act, 


which had a clause repealing 
the bill, which bad been assign- 
ed an act number by the sec- 
retary of state. 
: The assembly, with some re- 
luctance, approved the admin- 
istration's highway safety pack- 
age, which will insure that the 
state will not lose federal funds 
because it isn't in compliance 
with federal regulations.

heading a corporate -like 
government agency." 
Historically the Congress has 


always managed the Post Office 
Department, at least since An- 
drew Jackson administration in 
1929. What Mr. O'Brien suggests 
is the creation of an independent 
agency like the Tennessee Valley 
Authority, with its own manage- 
ment and financing. 


There will be many like this 


writer 
who agree with Mr. 


O'Brien that the Post Office De- 
partment as presently 
consti- 


tuted is too close to governmen- 
tal politics to permit its re- 
form into an efficient and solvent 
business organization. Its thun- 
dering financial loss and recur- 
ring postal rate increases spell 
out the word "catastrophe" as 
Mr. O'Brien used it. 


Back in colonial days, I believe, 


much of the postal traffic was 
delegated to private contractors, 
but ever since Andrew Jackson's 
day Congress has run the entire 
business itself. At times itdidn't 
do a bad job, but the multiplica- 
tion of federal bureaus, each with 
its own upaid demands upon the 
postal service, has been an im- 
portant factor in ruining an in- 
stitution. 


Private users ottbeiftailshave - 


frequently objected, with Post Of- 
fice Department support, to the 
practice of Congress in giving 
frank privileges to every newfed- 
eral agency from A to Z. These 
agencies load up the mail truck 
postage-free, increase the annual 
operating 
deficit—and period- 


ically boost postage rates to pri- 
vate users. 


A corporate - type structure 


such as Mr. O'Brien suggests, 
would charge these agencies with 
postage. And rightly so. Then the 
agencies would have to ask for 
additional appropropriations to 
cover mailing expense, and the 
public would be given a true pic- 
ture of their operating cost—in- 
stead of sweeping the truth un- 
der a rug by hiding the postal 
item. . . which the rest of us 
have to pay in constantly in- 
creasing rates.

SAIGON (AP) - An all-time 


high of 5,557 Viet Cong deserted 
last month and came over to the 
allied side, U.S. officials an- 
nounced today. 


The record surge of defectors 


was nearly double the previous 
record of 2,919 Viet Cong who 
deserted in February under the 
South Vietnamese government's 
open arms program. 


The mounting wave of enemy 


defections was announced as the 
ground war in South Vietnam 
simnered in small, scattered 
patrol clashes and bad weather 
returned to North Vietnam, cur- 
tailing U.S. air strikes after the 
heaviest raids in five months 
Monday. 


U.S. and allied forces report- 


ed killing 75 of the enemy to 
scattered 
contacts 
Tuesday. 


Units of the South Korean Capi- 
tal Division claimed 41 Viet 
Cong killed in the nine patrol 
skirmishes and said there were 
no Korean casualties. 


In an unusual encounter, a 


two-man 
U.S. reconnaissance 


unit spotted and engaged about 
10 Viet Cong troops who were 
acting as a screening force for a 
larger enemy unit of about 40 
men. The two U.S. soldiers, with 
help from the rest of their pa- 
trol, killed nine Viet Cong in a 
surprise attack 33 miles south- 
west of the coastal city of Tuy 
Hoa, a U.S spokesman said. 


South Vietnamese forces re- 


ported killing 33 Viet Cong in 
four small contacts. 


The U.S. Air Force charged 


that ground fire from the mid- 
dle of a North Vietnamese vil- 
lage brought down an F105 
Thunderchief Sunday. The loss 
of the plane, the 500th downed 
over North Vietnam in the war, 
had been announced Tuesday. 
The followup Air Force an- 
nouncement 
apparently 
wa.s 


intended to show that the Com- 
munists position some of their 
antiaircraft guns in the center 
of populated areas and that ci- 
vilian casualties therefore can- 
not be avoided. 


The ground fire from the mid- 


dle of the village was reported 
by the U.S. pilot flying wingman 
for the Thunderchief that was 
shot down. Repeated attempts 
were made to pick up the 
downed flier by helicopter, but 
all failed and he was listed as 
missing. 


The surge of 5,557 Viet Cong 


defectors during March raised 
the total for 1967 to 10,746, or 
nearly double the rate last year, 
U.S. officials said. The number 
of "open arms" defectors to the 
first three months of last year 
was 5,521. 


In the last week of March, up 


to last Saturday, 1,000 Viet Cong 
defected 
to the 
government 


side. Of these, U.S. officials 
said, 630 were Viet Cong sol- 
diers, 301 were political cadre 
and 69 were "miscellaneous" 
Viet Cong adherents. 


A spokesman for the U.S, mis- 


sion reported that the total of 
Viet Cong defectors since the 
open arms campaign began to 
1963 now stands at 58,970.
